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State Crime Study 
Gets Another Boost — 


The Fulton County Grand Jury’s 
term-end presentments, issued yesterday, 
were constructive as usual. But especially 
interesting and thought-provoking were 
recommendations relating to crime and 
punishment and the challenge to the gov- 
ernor and the people of Georgia to review 
' the problem. 

The jury asked the governor to set up 
a state crime study committee to bring 
the question into perspective. Need for 
such a statewide group has been estab- 
lished by the Atlanta Crime Commission 
which has found such a strong correlation 
between the local problem and that of the 
state. 

We can see nothing wrong with ap- 
pointing such a state study group to 
review the whole field of law violation 
and law enforcement. As the jury pointed 
out, we indeed are operating under pro- 
cedures which are ancient if not anti- 
quated. 

“Our criminal code,” say the jurors, 
“is a heritage of the year 1833, reflecting 
little of the advance and discovery of the 
intervening 127 years.” 

Equally strong were the jurors’ feel- 
ings about our prison system and the 
State Department of Corrections. Except 
for small beginnings at the Alto juvenile 
facility, they declared, the corrections 
department “does not correct.” Seventy- 
five per cent of persons arrested in At- 
lanta in the first three months of this 
year had previous records. “While Fulton 
County populates the state prison,” the 
presentments point out, “that institution 
populates our jails.” 

Pointing out the deficiencies in our 
“corrections” procedures, the jury feels 
that a statewide study of crime “from 
causation to correction” is in order. “Its 
cost compared to its potential would be 
negligible,” they suggest. : 

We agree that the time has arrived 
when a statewide crime study would ben- 
efit all of Georgia. We hope the governor, 
remembering the fine work of the Schaef- 
fer Committee on mental health, will see 
fit to move with equal vigor in the field 
of crime and punishment.

That should be enough to discourage 
the hardiest of disgruntled contractors 
from a nocturnal removal of any lawn 
anywhere.

Insurance Rate Cutback

Insurance Commissioner Zack Cravey 
has whittled the fire insurance increase’ 
from the requested 7.7 to 3.1 per cent. 
This is good news for Georgians who pay 
the bills. : 

Cravey listened to the industry's evi- 
dence supporting the full increase and 
found it wanting. He rejected outright a 
20 per cent higher rate requested for 
farm property. This certainly seemed in- 
dicated when one considers that the Farm 
Bureau Mutual Insurance Co. is insuring 
typical frame farm dwellings for 50 per 
cent less than the rate already approved 
for stock companies. 

Nobody wants to deprive the insur- 
ance companies of a fair profit. We trust 
the reduced increase authorized by Mr. 
Cravey will serve this purpose. It serves 
the public’s interest to have the original 
request scaled down, and this is one 
Cravey action we applaud.

Is the Congo To Become 
A Communist Satellite? 


Is the Congo on the way to becom- 
ing a Communist satellite in Africa? The 
United Nations and our own State De- 
partment are deeply worried as the Rus- 
sians move steadily to undermine U.N. 
efforts in the power vacuum left by 
withdrawal of the Belgians. 

Reports say the Soviets and their 
satellites are pouring planeloads of ‘“‘ad- 
visers” and “technicians” into Lumumba- 
controlled territory, supporting his civil 
war moves and circumventing the United 
Nation’s purposes of trying to restore law 
and order. Seriousness of the situation is 
pointed up well in a story in the Wall 
Street Journal, which says the United 


Nations has only a few days to act force- . 


fully or the chain of consequences will be: 

“The forced withdrawal of all white troops 
from the Congo. A few black soldiers from 
Ghana and Guinea might remain under nom- 
inal U. N. auspices. But in practice they 
would be completely subservient to Congo 
Premier Lumumba, whd feeds on chaos. 

“Consolidation of Communist control in this 
huge region, whose uranium, diamonds and 
other raw material riches have hitherto been 
helping support the military and industrial 
might of the West. This within a matter of 
months. 

“Then the rapid spread of Red dominance 
throughout Central Africa and a reach for the 
continent’s southern sector.” 

This rather gloomy view is supported 
by evidence that the whole chaotic situa- 
tion was planned and directed by Com- 
munist agents. The stage is set for a 
massive infiltration. The Soviets are giv- 
ing Lumumba and others in his govern- 
ment the red-carpet treatment. 

Red designs in the Congo have been 
planned long and skillfully. Our diplo- 
mats have been caught flatfooted and our 
absence of a policy for Africa becomes 
more clear daily as the Communist plan 
unfolds. '

Housing, Renewal Are 
Problems Here to Stay 


Along with the minimum wage bill, 
federal aid to schools and foreign aid 
funds, the August session of Congress has 
passed up decisive action on a housing 
bill, including the urban renewal pro- 
gram.

WASHINGTON—There is only one word that 
describes Nikita Khrushchev’s bland announce- 


ment that he will be coming to New York later 


this month. It is the Yiddish word 


presumption. 

The Soviet Premier is now 
treating the U.S. government with 
contempt: Almost as if it did not 
exist. 


He is unwanted here but un- 
disturbed. The normal courtesies 
of diplomatic procedure deter him 
not. He ignores the American 
election. He forgets his ugly in- 
sults of the President and the two 
men seeking the presidency. 
Ready or not, he says, here I 
come. 


His reasons for coming are 
clear enough. He is in an ideologi- 
cal battle with the Chinese over 
the direction of Communist pol- 
icy.

And if he happens 
to be in a better mood than he 
was in Paris, it could reopen the 
disarmament talks, which he end- 
ed in Geneva before the United 
States could present its new dis- 
armament proposals. 

Few officials in Washington, 
however, believe he has come 
here to negotiate’ with the Presi- 
dent or that the President is in a 
very jovial mood to negotiate with 
him. Even so, the visit will have 
its uses, for it is a reminder that 
the world conflict does not stop 
while we are fighting an election.

ROME (® — America’s 
aroused Olympic team won 
six gold medals Friday and 
closed ground on the leading Rus- 
sians with eye-popping perform- 
ances by hurdler Glenn Davis, 
broad jumper Ralph Boston, 
sprinter Wilmer Rudolph and div- 
er Bob Webster. 


The brilliant comeback after an 
agonizing start boosted the United 
States gold medal total to 13 as 
compared to 15 for the Russians.

portant clue. Twenty-seven per 
cent of all inmates of the de 
partment of corrections are con- 
victed for offenses committed in 
Fulton County; seventy-five per 
cent of persons arrested by At- 
lanta police in the first quarter 
of 1960 in connection with major 
crimes had previous criminal rec- 
ords, While Fulton County popu- 
lates the state prison, that insti- 
tution populates our jails. There- 
fore, the interests of Fulton Coun- 
ty cannot be circumscribed by 
its county line, and we are vi- 
tally concerned with. the entire 
system of crime and punishment 
in Georgia. 

It is not contested that the de- 
partment of corrections—save for 


small beginnings at the Alto ju- 
venile facility—does not “‘cor- 


rect.” Its inmate load of 10,000 
souls, with terms varying from 
a few months to life, makes this 
almost impossible. There is no 
adequate means of classifying pris- 
oners; there is no psychiatrist at 
Reidsville; prison industry is yet 
on the drawing boards; probation 
is in its infancy; and juvenile fa- 
cilities are hopelessly inadequate 
to provide detention or correc- 
tion, notwithstanding authorizing 
legislation of recent vintage. 
Our criminal code is a heritage 
of the year 1833, reflecting little 
of theadvance and discovery of 
the intervening 127 years. Jury 
sentencing continues to create 
grave disparity of treatment,‘ and 
anachronisms, such as the wn 
sworn statement, abound. Ideptt- 
fication and apprehension of [ of- 
fenders suffers from want | of 
mandatory fingerprinting and re- 
porting of fugitives. 

To the credit side, it must be 

said that, excepting bootlegging 
and occasional car theft and gam- 
bling rings, commercial crime is 
of no moment in Georgia. But, 
if there is no call for statewide 
investigation of crimes, there is 
an immediate and critical need 
for statewide study of crime. The 
penal code of 1833 cannot well 
serve us in 1960. Nor can a 
hodge-podge of amendments keep 
pace with modern thought. Geor- 
gia, and Fulton County, must 
have the benefit of an intelligent, 
thorough and impartial considera- 
tion of crime, from causation to 
correction. : 
The Crime Investigation Com- 
mission Act of 1959 is a weapon 
agai organized crime, but or- 
gani crime is not our problem 
now. Our needs will not be met 
by investigation, but by study. 
We do not require full-time com- 
missioners as contemplated by 
that act, but citizens who can 
lend their talents and experience. 
Study panels have proven of 
great merit in Georgia’s past. A 
state crime study committee, ap- 
pointed by the governor under 
appropriate legislation, could cer- 
tainly point out solutions to many 
of oar problems. Its cost, com- 
pared to its potential, would be 
negligible. 

We therefore urge that the gov- 
ernor sponsor in the next General 
Assembly legislation appropriate 
to the creation of a state crime 
study committee. Such legisla- 
tion should authorize the commit- 
tee to study the purposes of 
Georgia's criminal law; the crim- 
inal code; and the state’s pro- 
cedures, in the light of its pur- 
poses, in the field of correction 
and rehabilitation.

Georgia’s prison system, with an 
inmate load of some 10,000 per- 
sons, is badly crowded. Prob- 
lems of the State Board of Cor- 
rections are multiplied by the 
necessity of intermingling of mis- 
demeanor and felony prisoners 
and by many other factors. Since 
most of the state’s prisoners, upon 
release, come to Atlanta and oth- 
er major cities, the welfare of 
these cities requires that these 
problems be solved. One particu- 
lar problem is the lack of real- 
istic program of prison indus- 
tries. Such a program would go 
far in preparing prisoners for 
useful lives upon completion of 
their prison sentences. Prisoners 
so trained would, upon release, 
have a better opportunity to get 
and hold jobs, and thus be to 
some extent free of the frustra- 
tions that all too often cause 
them to return to crime. 

The Prison Department has un- 
der way at the Boys Training 
School at Alto the beginnings of 
a vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram. This program could be 
substantially expanded if markets 
could be developed for their prod- 
ucts. Various departments of the 
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in providing land and a basis 
for federally insured financing of 
Negro residential areas outside 
the Atlanta city limits. 


It appears that there must also 
be somewhat more intensive use 
of the land currently available for 
low-cost expansion of both Negro 
and white housing under the fed- 
erally insured 221 housing pro- 
gram. Other cities have had 
success in applying this program 
to garden-type apartments to pro- 
vide adequate housing for per- 
sons earning less than $3,000 per 
year. We suggest, therefore, that 
the Atlanta program be restudied 
to see if more intensive land use 
is equally appropriate here. 

It is the opinion of this Grand 
Jury that the Atlanta Housing 
Authority should make known its 
policy with regard to the sale of 
land in urban renewal projects. 
The authority should, as soon as 
possible, designate the available 
tracts; say when and for what 
purpose they will be available; 
and explain the conditions for 
their redevelopment. 

Along ‘with urban renewal there 
should be instituted programs to 
encourage slum clearance and re- 
habilitation of existing housing on 
a completely private basis. If 
necessary, limited tax conces- 
sions should be considered in or- 
der to stimulate such private ac- 
tivity. 

HIGHWAY MARKING 


The death rate on the roads of 
the unincorporated area of Ful- 
ton County, especially the poorly 
marked intersections, is alarm- 
ing. It is evident that someone 
with experience in the field of 
highway marking should be dele- 
gated to work with police pa- 
troling the unincorporated areas 
to see that dangerous locations 
be properly marked. The in- 
increased number of paved coun- 
ty roads is resulting in heavier 
and faster traffic. Unless proper 
warning signs are put up -and 
maintained, we can expect noth- 
ing more than an increased fa- 
tality rate. 

We recommend that the Fulton 
County commissioners promptly 
take steps to provide someone 
with sufficient time to consult 
with pouce in the uni ated 
areas and install and maintain 
proper highway warning signs.

We have looked into the sug- 
gestion that the policing of unin- 
corporated areas be turned over 
either to the sheriff's office or 
to a separate county police force. 
Although more complete police 
service could be provided, espe- 
cially to heavily populated spots, 
in the unincorporated areas, this 
could come only at an increased 
cost to the citizenry as a whole. 
It is our opinion that the policing 
of the unincorporated areas is 
being handled very well by the 
Atlanta Police Department, . and 
we do not think a change of this 
coverage to the sheriff's office 
or to a separate county police 
department would serve the best 
interests of the citizens of Fulton 
County. 


An inspection of the new police 
building indicates that it is a 
solid addition to the City of At- 
lanta’s public buildings. It is 
well constructed, well appointed 
and of sufficient size to accom- 
modate the police department for 
some time. 


GRADY HOSPITAL EMER- 
GENCY FACILITIES 


We find that the emergency fa- 
cilities of Grady Hospital, with 
one exception, are adeqtate and 
well staffed; that there are ade- 
quate interns and nurses on duty 
and others in reserve to meet any 
reasonably anticipated emergen- 
cies, and that equipment and sup- 
plies are readily available and 
in good order for immediate use. 

The .only shortcoming observed 
in the Grady emergency area is 
the.lack of adequate facilities and 
police. personnel for supervising 
persons under ‘arrest and others 
who are to.be held there for the 
police department. In the white 
and Negro emergency . clinics 
there is only one police officer 
on duty for each. Frequently on 
weekends there are ‘several per- 
sons to be supervised. “There 


have resulted in damage or de- 
struction to hospital property, and 
they could result in injury or 
death to innocent persons. There- 
fore we strongly recommend the 
provision of detention rooms or 
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of free parking. It might be in 
the form of spaces reserved in 
county parking areas, or a proc- 
ess whereby charges for private 
parking facilities be paid by the 
county. 

Parking, of course, is a prob- 
lem for several departments of 
Fulton County. Although the 
county has no responsibility to 
provide free parking for its em- 
ployes, we suggest thas steps be 
taken to insiire more adequate 
parking for official cars and oth- 
er vehicles that are in daily use 
on the county’s business. Again, 
such space might be provided in 
private parking facilities under 
contract with the county. 


This Grand Jury has been im- 
pressed by the thoroughness . of 
most of the police officers , ap- 
pearing before #. We commend 
the Atlanta Police Department 
and those of the suburban mvu- 
nicipalities whose officers have 
appeared before us for the &ax- 
cellent training evidenced by their 
representatives. 


This Grand Jury has been im- 
pressed by the thoroughness and 
the ability of Solicitor General 
Paul Webb and his associates with 
whom we have worked. We com- 
mend Solicitor Webb and his staff 
for their abilities as repeatedly 
demonstrated to us.

From his many radio broad- 
casts through the late twenties 
and early thirties, the project 
20 unit has culled his comments 
of the day. ‘Eight hours of tape 
have been drawn from old re- 
cordings in the NBC vaults.

Gilbert also scoffed at the 
type of cases solved by TV's 
Richard Diamonds and Peter 
Gunns.
